TRANSCRIPT OF INTERVIEW WITH JOHN BLAZEWICK, 18 NOVEMBER 1967 



Location: San Francisco, California 

Interviewer: Stanley R. Primmer 

PRIMMER: John, you were telling me about a Mr. Gaston. 

BLAZEWICK: Gaston, yes. He was like a commando with t « e Cubans.» He 

told me he worked with the CIA. He told me he was making a big 
two hundred fifty dollars a month, so at least you know he wasn't 
crying for money. The last time I went down to Miami in '64, they 
told me he was in a raid, and he was killed. And I asked how. 

They said that he finished his raid, k but for some reason the CIA 
never came to pick him up. I don't^how the Cubans knew this in 
Miami, but they were all tellin' me — they were grumbling about 
it. 



PRIMMER: You say he was working with the CIA. As I understand it 

quite a number of Cubans there got a regular paycheck from the 
CIA just as a matter of support. 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. 

PRIMMER: Was he just one of those, or did he have a special relation- 

ship with the CIA? 

BLAZEWICK: Well, I guess the special relation W KHs d tkat he was like one 

of the commandos that went on quite a few raids against Castro , 

PRIMMER: What organization did he belong to? 

BLAZEWICK: I don't really know. It might have been Alpha 66, Commandos 

66 -- I'm not sure. HBNx£hKXK&x

PRIMMER: Now there's a Commando L. Were you thinking of that? 

BLAZEWICK: There's Alpha 66, I belie 've, Commandos, and there's 

Alpha 66 . 

PRIMMER: So he was with this group — 

BIAZEWICK: Yes. I'm pretty sure he was with one of those two groups,. 

PRIMMER: And it would depend on the relationship between that group 

and the CIA As to his relationship with the CIA. 

BLAZEWICK: He told me he was working for the CIA. He didn't want to 

work with any organizations because there's too much politics. 

He wanted to fight, not be in the politics. 

PRIMMER: Now you mentioned over the radio that you saw a picture, I 

believe, on TV — 



BLAZEWICK: Yes, I was working on the ( — ) . I was working up on the 
Great Lakes on the ship, and I was watching the newsreels. And I 
seen this ( ~ ) Oswald being hit by a Cuban, and I jumped up and 
said, "I know that man." ~~ 

PRIMMER: Well, you actually saw the man hit Oswald?

BLAZEWICK: Yes. I believe it came about seven, and the news (called ) 

it a scuffle. 

PRIMMER: I see. , Well, I have some pictures here that you might be 

interested in. Would you identify some of the individuals in the 
upper picture (Plot or Politics, p. 8 )? This is a picture from 
the book "Plot or Politics." 

BLAZEWICK: This man here seems familiar (Charles Steele, Jr.), but I'm 

not sure. The picture's not very good, really. But, uh — 

PRIMMER: — this man, the one on the far right. 

BLAZEWICK: No, I can't tell. 

PRIMMER: How about the next one? 

BLAZEWICK: There's nothing really to see to recognize. I can't tell.

PRIMMER: The one you think you might recognize is the third man from 

the left (Charles Steele, Jr.). 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. 

PRIMMER: How about the second man from the left? 

BLAZEWICK: No. 

* 

PRIMMER: You don't recognize him. And the one on the far left, you can 

only see a 6mall portion of him. 

BLAZEWICK: No. 

PRIMMER: Now in the lower picture on this page, do you recognize either 

of the two individuals here? 

BLAZEWICK: No. 

PRIMMER: Let's try some more pictures here. The last two pictures 

were on page eight of 'Plot or Politics." Now we are looking at 
pages 36 and 37, Do you recognize any of these pictures? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I don't. 

PRIMMER: And now we look at pages 74 and 75. Do you recognize any of 

these? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I don't. 

PRIMMER: The man you saw scuffling with Oswald, that was not Gaston? 

BLAZEWICK: No. I'm very sure it wasn't. I believe it was another man. 
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I can't think of his name. I remember he was wearing a leather 
jacket at the time I first met him. 

PRIMMER: I have not seen the picture you are talking about. Do you 

recognize either of these three men? 

BIAZEWICK: No, I don't. ‘ 

PRIMMER: They were on pages 90 and 91. How about these pictures? 

BIAZEWICK: No, I don't. 

PRIMMER: Do you recognize him, and — 

BIAZEWICK: No, I don't. 

PRIMMER: And these two? 

BIAZEWICK: No. 

PRIMMER: Those pictures were on pages 116 and 117. Now on page 118, 

do you recognize any of these? 

BIAZEWICK: No. No. 

PRIMMER: Alright. Now on page 129, do you recognize any of these men? 

BIAZEWICK: Noi I don't.

PRIMMER: On 'bottom"! of page 130? 

BIAZEWICK: Nope. 

PRIMMER: Ok. 

BIAZEWICK: (Do you have) more pictures? 

PRIMMER: Yes, we have more pictures. I show you -- I show you Commission 

Exhibit 237. Do you recognize this man? 

BIAZEWICK: No, I don't believe so. (Pause) I met someone who looks 

similar to him, but when I saw him he had a goatee and a mustache. 
(Referring to Lawrence Howard. Probably a misidentif ication here.) 

PRIMMER: What was this man's name, do you recall? 

BIAZEWICK: I don't remember. I just remember I was staying at the 

San Carlos Hotel. 

PRIMMER: You were staying at the San Carlos Hotel? 

BIAZEWICK: About that time he came to see somebody there, and the desk 

clerk introduced me to him, ( — ), if it's the same man I'm 
thinking of. He gave up this job paying six dollars and something 
an hour to go f fight against Ca6tro, and the desk clerk there (was 

fairly good *© him ^). Picture, might be (him). But I'm not sure, 
it might not be him. 
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PRIMMER: So you just saw him this once, and it might not be the same 

individual as is shown in Exhibit 237? 

BIAZEWICK: Yes. 

PRIMMER: I'll show you another picture here (of Lawrence Howard). 

BIAZEWICK: Yes . 

PRIMMER: You recognize this man? 

BIAZEWICK: I'm fairly positive, yes. When I saw him he had a mustache, 
and he had a goatee also, and he was wearing camouflage slacks, a 
white T-shirt, and a green hat. 

PRIMMER: Let me say that I'm referring to a picture I will designate 
as number one. What can you tell me about this man? 

BIAZEWICK: I don't really know anything, really, except that I believe 

he was working with James Patrick Henry, who was an American, was 
i a captain, who was a captain in Castro's army. At one time he used 

to belong to the same organization I did, before I joined it. And 
the Cubans, you know, said Patrick Henry (quit) because he wanted 
to be the — be the number one man, or the chief, the boss. He 
started his own group. That's all I know about him. 

\ PRIMMER: James Patrick Henry — 

BIAZEWICK: Yes. 

PRIMMER: — was in the same group that you were? 

BIAZEWICK: He was before I joined it. He broke away and formed -- 

PRIMMER: Was this the 30th of November group? * 

BIAZEWICK: Yes; Revolutionary Movement, 30th of November. 

PRIMMER: Revolutionary Movement, 30th of November. 

BIAZEWICK: And they told me he broke away and formed (cough) Excuse 

me. And he broke away to form his own group. 

PRIMMER: Do you recall the name of this group? 

BIAZEWICK: I don't really know. I don't believe it really had a name, 

that I know of. This made — they were on TV in Miami and so forth. 
It said that -- I remember the last I heard of them, either the 
CIA or the FBI raided their camp they had. And I believe that 
Cuba was the last I heard of them. 

PRIMMER: Do you remember when that was? 

BIAZEWICK: Must have been in '64. 

PRIMMER: '64. Are you sure of that date? 
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BLAZEWICK: It might have been in — I don't really doubt it. It was 

No Name Key where they were training. 

PRIMMER: They were training at No Name Key7 

BLAZEWICK: Right. 

PRIMMER: Were you ever on No Name Key yourself? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I wasn't. No. 

PRIMMER: This was the separate group that broke away from your group. 

BLAZEWICK: Yes, the only group that I belonged to. 

PRIMMER: They were training at No Name Key. 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. I understand that ( — ) all the groups were in ( — ) 

PRIMMER: You believe this man (Lawrence Howard) was part of that group 

training at No Name Key? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes, he was part of it. 

PRIMMER: Where did you see him and under what circumstances — 

BLAZEWICK: Well, I think I saw him in our office (30th of Nov.) maybe 
once or twice, but the first time I was introduced to him was when 
I was staying at the San Carlos Hotel. And the desk clerk there, 
vii a good friend of mine, introduced me, and I don't know if he 
was there to see the desk clerk or to see someone staying in the 
hotel, and I also saw him on the newsreel the same day. (Seems 
like it was) the day before or the day after they raided the camp. 
Oh. They were going to a movie after some lawyer just got them 
out of jail. I remember this because they were trying to get back 
their guns also. The lawyer first got them out of jail and then 
got their mess ta-- (--) . And it showed them going to the show, 
the whole group — and this same night I met him at the hotel. 

PRIMMER: And, TV you saw — 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. First saw him on TV ( — ) — 

PRIMMER: — he was going to -- with a group, then, to a movie? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. He was dressed in his battle fatigues and — battle 

fatigues, white T-shirt ( -- ) . 

PRIMMER: So you recall that he was arrested. Do you remember why? 

BLAZEWICK: Yeah. They were ready to make an attack, ( -- ) things to 
make Cuba (--)-- 

PRIMMER: Was there any rumor as to why they were stopped? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I — 
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PRIMMER: You don't know why they were -- they were stopped. 

BLAZEWICK: No. They were rather upset (then) 'cause the governor or the 

mayor of Miami was down and visited them where they were training 
and so forth, but -- so (--) stop them 'cause everybody knew what 
they were doing in the first place, you know, having the mayor come 
visit them, or the governor, ( ) the mayor know who stopped 

them -- 

PRIMMER: You only saw him in person the one time? 

BLAZEWICK: One time, yes. I believe I might haye saw him once or twice 

at the office. 

PRIMMER: This was at which office? 

BLAZEWICK: The office I belonged to. 

PRIMMER: ttie 30th of November. Where was that? 

BLAZEWICK: ( — ) It was on — I think it was Miami — Miami Avenue. 

I can't think of the exact address. It was across the street from 
a bar called the El Grande, where all the Cubans ( — ). I don't 
remember the exact address. ( — ) 



t PRIMMER: So then apart from meeting him this one time, the only 




BLAZEWICK: On the news and ( — ) a Cuban friend of mine told me that 

he gave up this job in L.A. ; he was making six dollars an hour to 
go fight in the revolution — 

PRIMMER: Is this the same £he a o e e^ OU diking about the same individual 

as you thought might be ^in Commission Exhibit 237? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. 

PRIMMER: But the question is whether the man in 237 equals the picture 

called picture number 1 (Lawrence Howard). 

BLAZEWICK: That looks more like him (referring to picture of Howard). 

I remember he was heavy — rather heavy set, rather (big gut ) 

( — ) (It's been) pretty long ( — ) 

PRIMMER: You do not recall his name? 

BLAZEWICK: No I don't. (As) I say I only talked to him once. 

PRIMMER: Alright, do you recognize this man (Loran Hall)? This I'll 

say is picture number two. 

BLAZEWICK: No, I don't. 

PRIMMER: Do you recognize a picture on the cover of the Berkeley Barb, 

the date September 15 to 21, 1967? It's a poor picture; you may or 
may not recognize him. 
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BLAZEWICK: No, I don't. 

PRIMMER: I show you picture number three (William Seymour) . Do you 

recognize this man? 

BLAZEWICK: I don't know: he looks familiar, but I'm not sure. I 

remember a group of men they called Morgan's Raiders I met in Chicago, 
In fact I was thinking of joining up with them before I went down 
to join the Revolutionary Movement, 30th of November, but when I 
met them I changed my mind quite fast. It seems — a bunch of dope 
addicts, really — kind of too wild for me ( — ) • 

PRIMMER: Now this man may have been with them? 

BLAZEWICK: I believe -- I'm not sure, but it looks like him. 

PRIMMER: The name is Morgan's Raiders? 

BLAZEWICK: Morgan's Raiders, yes. 

*■ PRIMMER: Operating out of Chicago? 

BLAZEWICK: Well they — I believe they came from the West somewhere. 

They stopped in Chicago. Their check for the plane had bounced, 
and they kicked them off the plane in Chicago. And a guy who owned 
t * a hotel gave them room and board there, and ( — ) some church ( — ) 

\ 4 gave them money to go on to Miami. And I was thinking of joining 

V. them till that night, and I changed my mind real fast. 

PRIMMER: You just happened to be in Chicago at the time? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. I was working on the Great Lakes, before I was going 

down to Miami ( — ) • 

PRIMMER: That was your first contact with them? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. 

PRIMMER: Had you heard about them before? 

BLAZEWICK: Yeah, I heard about them on the news. (That's) where I found 

out where their address was, and I went over to where they were 
staying in south Chicago. 

PRIMMER: Can you tell me any more about this particular group? Did 

you ever run into them in Miami? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I don't believe so. I don't know what happened ( — ) 

after they got to Miami, but it seemed like too wild a bunch for 
me . 

PRIMMER: I see. When was it you 6aw them in Chicago? 

BLAZEWICK: I've forgotten the date ( — ). 

PRIMMER: You were working in the Great Lakes? 









BLAZEWICK: Yes, I was working -- 

PRIMMER: During what period did you work on ships on the Great Lakes? 

BLAZEWICK: All the way from, I guess, *61 to 1 64. I was working off 

and on, because I would go down to Miami, and I*d come back and get 
some work there. My home was in Gary, Indiana. I'd get ships there 
in Chicago. 

PRIMMER: So it could have been any time during that period of time. 

BLAZEWICK: It would be in the Chicago papers, though. They had quite 

a big article on it. The date and so forth I've forgotten. 

PRIMMER: Chicago papers would have something that would be -- the 

heading something — 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. 

PRIMMER: — about Morgan's Raiders. I see, and this man in picture 

number three — 

BLAZEWICK: I think they even put the address on there. I think that's 

where I got it from, the papers, the address ( — ). 

PRIMMER: That was then their temporary address in Chicago. 

* ? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. The man who owned the hotel, he was (the one who ) 

answered. 

PRIMMER: So he might have further information. But this is the man in 

picture number three you think might have been with that group ~ 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. 

PRIMMER: — but you're not positive? 

BLAZEWICK: I'm fairly sure, but I'm not really positive. 

PRIMMER: You are fairly sure7 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. 

Tape recorder off for a short time. 

PRIMMER: Now what was it you said? 

BLAZEWICK: Was Oswald also in Miami passing out literature? 

PRIMMER: ^Klard some reports that he was. I don't know if it's been 

verified or not. Do you have any information on this? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I thought -- I remember seeing in the newsreel — I 

remember recognizing the pers -- one of the persons I knew. I 
wasn't sure if it was Miami or New Orleans. I didn't know he 
went to New Orleans, but I understand they did have a training 
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camp there somewhere, (for him ) to be there, not — It seems 
odd to me he'd go there just for that purpose -- for one purpose 
of passing out literature. But I guess they had a training camp 
there, too. 

PRIMMER: I show you Armstrong Exhibit number 5303. Do you recognize 

this man? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I don't. 

PRIMMER: I show you Pizzo Exhibit number 453-A, and let's start from the — 

the second man from the left. You can't see very good the first one 
on the left there. This man right here with his hands behind his 
head: can you recognize him? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I can't. 

PRIMMER: Can you recognize the man with the X over his head? 

•BLAZEWICK: Yeah, I guess — I take it that's Oswald. 

PRIMMER: Alright. The man — the next man to the right; it would be 

Oswald's left. Do you recognize him? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I can't. 

PRIMMER: And the man with an arrow over his head? 

BLAZEWICK: I've seen him before, but I don't know his name, or anything. 

PRIMMER: Do you recall where you've seen him? 

BLAZEWICK: It would probably have to be Miami. Probably he's a Cuban. 

I don't know exactly where I saw him at. 

PRIMMER: You're sure you did not just see him in some picture? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I haven't — 

PRIMMER: On TV? 

BLAZEWICK: No. I'm positive I met the man, but I can't hardly — 

PRIMMER: You have met the man, and you think possibly in Miami? 

BLAZEWICK: It might have been just in the office I belonged to. He 
might have been in there, or ( — ) Cubans that worked for the 
ska organization. ( — - ) other organizations ( — ). 

PRIMMER: I point out to you now the far right in the picture. Do you 

recognize this man? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I don't. 

PRIMMER: Alright, let's look at Pizzo Exhibit 453-B. Do you recognize 

the man on the far left? 
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BLAZEWICK: Hie same individual in the other picture ( — ). I recognize 

I don't remember his name or anything about him, but I have seen 
him before. (Referring to Charles Steele, Jr.) 

PRIMMER: Alright. Let's skip the second individual from the left. How 

about the third man from the left? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I can't see him very well. 

PRIMMER: Alright. Hie fourth man from the left? 

BLAZEWICK: He looks familiar, but I'm not sure ( — ) — 

PRIMMER: Hie picture's so poor you can't be positive even if you did 

know him. Alright, then, the man with the mark above his head, 
the fifth from the left. 

BLAZEWICK: Oswald. 

PRIMMER: Alright. I show you Pizzo Exhibit 453-C. Do you recognize 

this man? 

BLAZEWICK: That's Oswald. 

PRIMMER: Just to make it clear, have you ever seen Oswald in person?

■a BLAZEWICK: No. Not — no. To my knowledge anyway. 

„ PRIMMER: Well, that's all the pictures I have. I'd like to get a 

clearer idea of when you first went to Miami, when yourfirst 
contact was with the Cuban exile organizations.

BLAZEWICK: First time I had any (valid ) contact I guess would be about 

the same time as the invasion — about six months before the invasion 

of Cuba (at) the Bay of Pigs. I went down before, but I never had 

any contact. I went to Democratic Revolutionary Front. I was 17. 

I'm 24 now. And they weren't accepting any Americans. Of course 
I was rather young at the time, but still I don't think they wanted 
me in there. I got in touch with the Democratic Revolutionary 
Front, I believe, when I was 18 to 17. 

PRIMMER: And this would have been when, the latter part of 1960? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. (pause) I'm 24 now — 

PRIMMER: Just for a date to pin things to, the invasion — the Bay of 

Pigs invasion was April 17, 1961. 

BLAZEWICK: I was — I'm not sure if I — if I joined the Movement 

30th of November before the invasion or after it, but I know I was — 

I came back down to the office -- The first time I was in the 

office was just before the invasion. 

PRIMMER: (That was) 30th -- office of the 30th of November. 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. 
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PRIMMER: That was your second contact, was it? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes, 

PRIMMER: The first one would have been with the Democratic Revolutionary 

Front — 

BLAZEWICK: Right, 

PRIMMER: — earlier, and was only a very brief contact? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. Name, address, you know: that. And they said right 

now they weren't taking any Americans, but they would keep my 
name on file and so forth. And from there I got in touch with the 
Revolutionary 30th of November. I was standing outside of the office 
and saw a piece of literature on the ground that sai^ Revolutionary 
30th of November. I remembered reading about (their ) they were a 
very active anti-Castro group. I told a cab driver, you know, ( — ) 
he was a Spanish cab driver. He didn't know, but he took me over 
to a place I found out later on was the CIA office. One Cuban, I 
can't think of his name, I thought I saw him on a newsreel in 

New Orleans, too, and he was at the office ( — ). ( — ) I remember 

he was wearing a leather jacket like ( — ). ( — ) always wear it 

in hot weather. He took me over to the Revolutionary 30th of 

November office. 

PRIMMER: Was th ; is the individual you saw in — 

BLAZEWICK: On the newsreel — 

PRIMMER: -- scuffling with Oswald? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. 

PRIMMER: And he took you to the — 

BLAZEWICK: Revolutionary 30th of November office. 

PRIMMER: I see. Who else did you meet there? 

BLAZEWICK: I met, well, only ( -- ) I remember is Luis Moreno and 

Adolpho Rodriguez Francisco — 

PRIMMER: They were leaders in the group, were they? 

BLAZEWICK: Well, they — they were somewhat — Luis Moreno was. Adolpho 

Rodriguez just worked in the office. ( — ) really know what ( — ). 
Other Cubans I knew who worked in the office, one was named Tomas. 

He go by also Tomacito (sp ?). One went by the name of Juan. Odd 
'cause his last name was Juan, you know, it's not common. And 
another went by the name of Mongo. I don't know his full name, 
but they were ( — ) . That's all the names I can really remember 
now. 

PRIMMER: Were these individuals you have named who were friends of yours? 
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PRIMMER: Is it possible they would know — ( -- ) is it possible they 

would know the name of the individual (whose picture you saw)? 

BLAZEWICK: Oh yes. They were — they knew each other fairly well. 

( — ) And I'd know the name if I'd go back down there and see him 
again. 

PRIMMER: If you heard the name or saw it in print, do you think you 

would recognize it? 

BLAZEWICK: I'm not -- I don't really — I know if I'd see the individual 

it would come back to me. 

PRIMMER: Tell us more about your experience in the 30th of November 

group. 

BLAZEWICK: I myself did not go into any training or anything. I just 
worked in the office ( — ) identification cards, and they said we 
were going to go fight tomorrow, and tomorrow never came. But I 
spent a hell of a lot of time down there in the office and drinking 
with them and so forth, packing supplies, and that's about all I 
ever did down there. 

PRIMMER: Did they ever go on any raids? 

t BLAZEWICK: Well, I know Tomacito -- I know others did, too, . but I know 

g* Tomacito did a couple of times. I don't know if it was*r£ids or 

’*• doing other work. In fact the last time I saw him in '64 ( — ). 

„ He was a tall, heavy set, Negro Cuban. Very good friend. 

PRIMMER: In 1964 he was leaving for Cuba — 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. Right from Miami. 

PRIMMER: And do you know if he ever came back? Was he on the same* raid 

with Gaston? 

BLAZEWICK: No. They — well he -- they might have worked together and 

I didn't know it, but I think he just worked with the Revolutionary 
30th of November. I know they worked indirectly with the CIA, but 
Gaston worked completely with the CIA. He didn't want to have 
anything to do with the organizations because he didn't — he was 
tired of politics. Another thing I remember about Gaston: he went 

to a military academy in the United States. I believe it was in — 
outside of New Orleans, somewhere. I remember him telling me about 
it because I also went to a military academy myself in Pennsylvania. 

PRIMMER: What else can you tell me about Gaston? You think he did go — 

he was in New Orleans ( — ) 

BLAZEWICK: Well he told me he was ( - — — ) 

PRIMMER: Was Gaston present at the fight between Oswald and -- 

BLAZEWICK: I don't think he was present. He was — 
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PRIMMER: He knew about it, then. 
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BLAZEWICK: Yes, he knew about it and he said he was in New Orleans. 

And the man — I can't think of his name -- I remember he (Gaston) 
told me he ( the other man) hit Oswald in the mouth, you know. 

( — ) I kuuQii -- I know I saw it on television. 

PRIMMER: Do you know what Gaston’s -- who his other associates were in 

New Orleans? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I don't know anything about New Orleans, except that he 

told me he was there. I didn't know what they were doing, I didn't 
know they had a training camp there, but I found out later on they 
had a training camp there in New Orleans ( -- ) . 

PRIMMER: When was this that their training camp was there? 

C»hX 

BLAZEWICK: Well, I found A about it — I don't know when they were there - 

I was told about it in '64 

PRIMMER: You don't know if it was still in existence in 1964. 

BLAZEWICK: No. I don't know if they were still in existence. I was 

told they were being trained there. I don't know if they were 
existing at that time, or how long they did exist there. 

PRIMMER: Do you know what groups were training there, or individuals? 

BLAZEWICK: No. I know Gaston said he was in New Orleans, and since he 

was strictly with the CIA, I presume it wasn't a political organi- 
zation, just the CIA, ( -- ) commandos ( — ) commandos ( -- ) . 

PRIMMER: Do you know of any of Gaston's Miami contacts? 

BLAZEWICK: I can't remember any -- he knew Tomacito, Luis Moreno.* He 

knew Adolpho Rodriguez Francisco, who belonged to the Revolutionary 
30th of November, and that's it. And another Cuban who mariami* was 
with him I think is ( — ) who's dead, and — and I believe he was 
on the raid with taka Gaston. They used to go on quite a few raids 
together. He was a tall, slim, Negro Cuban, but I can't think of 
his name. JJut all the bloody names now I can't — 

PRIMMER: There are a lot of names to remember. 

BLAZEWICK: Especially when my Spanish is no good. I have a hard time 

remembering. 

PRIMMER: Tell me more about the group you were with, the 30th of 

November group. 

BLAZEWICK: Well, the reason I joined them, I read, I believe it was in 

Newsweek or something, that they were a very active group. They 
robbed a couple of homes, and ( -- ) the money for the revolution. 
And I guess they were quite active, but I didn't see any action, 
and I finally gave up in *64 and decided it was a lost cause. 
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PRIMMER: Well, can you give me any more information about your contacts 

either with this group, with other groups — Was this the only 
group you ever had ( — ) ? 

BLAZEWICK: Well, I had friends in other groups, but this was the only 

one I belonged to. 

PRIMMER: Tell me about the friends in other groups. 

BLAZEWICK: I had a couple of friends, I can't even think — I remember 

belonged to the Second Front of Escambray. 

There was one group that was very fascist. They used to display 
things like in Miami put swastikas in bathrooms, you know. I don't 
remember; I think it started with a V. They were very fascist 
minded people. 

PRIMMER: The name of the organization started with a V, or the indi- 

vidual? 

BLAZEWICK: I'm pretty sure it was a V. No the organization started 
with a V. It might have been some members from the Alpha 66. I 
guess it really was Alpha 66. 

PRIMMER: You think Alpha 66 was the fascist organization? 

BLAZEWICK: Well, everywhere you'd go into public places, you know like 

bathrooms, they were brave enough to write on the wall, you know, 
their names and swastika there and something about Negroes, you 
know — very brave things on the wall. 

(Long pause.) 

BLAZEWICK: -- ( — ) Alpha — down at Miami — Alpha — all I remember 

down there. I know this one man's name who hit Oswald ( — ) — 

I saw a movie of, if I pould jus£ think of it. He was rather ‘heavy 
set -- I remember at the he (did ) he was wearing ( — ) a leather 
jacket, you know, ( — ) reddish — reddish-brown jacket. He wasn't 
too tall but very broad ( — ). He was about ( — ). 

PRIMMER: I have a list of names here that unfortunately I didn't get 

typed up, and it's quite long. But if you would look over this 
list of names and see if you recognize any. ( - — ). (See attachment.) 

(Long pause.) 

PRIMMER: Is this one you recognize? 

BLAZEWICK: No, ( — ). 

PRIMMER: Luis — Luis Ravel. (He couldn't read my printing.) (Pause.) 

Eladio "Yito" del Valle, does that mean anything — 

BLAZEWICK: Del Valle. I can't ( ). 

PRIMMER: Quarito, or Wahito? 

BLAZEWICK: Oh, I think I — it might have been another man, but I think 















know a — knew a Cuban who was part Mexican — his mother was Mexican 
his father was Cuban, one of the two. 

PRIMMER: And he was known as Quarito? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. It might have been another person. 

PRIMMER: Did you know — is that the only name you knew had? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. I don't know, might be wrong. Last I heard of him was 
in about sixty — *63. He left for Mexico. 

PRIMMER: In 1963 he left for Mexico. Do you recall what part of the

PRIMMER: He went through Texas. Do you know anything about his contacts 

when he was there? 

BLAZEWICK: No, nothing ( — ) . He didn't speak a bloody word of E’nglish 

( — ). I -- I believe he'd become very good friends of Tomacito 

( — ) speak the language he ( — ) lot of things to talk about — 
understand him very well. 

PRIMMER: Yeah. Can you tell me the name — names of people who knew 

Quarito? 

BLAZEWICK: Oh Tomas, Tomacito — it's the same man, Louis Moreno, Adolpho 

Rodriguez Francisco, Juan — course that's his last name was Juan. 

PRIMMER: Is that spelled J-u-a-n? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. Oh God, I know quite a few people, I can't think of 

their names. Oh this guy Gaston knew him. I believe it — I 
believe he introduced me -- He or Adolpho Rodriguez introduced me 
to Gaston. 

PRIMMER: Oh, either Quarito or Adolpho Rodriguez ( — ) to Gaston. 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. Adolpho Rod — 
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PRIMMER: You recall -- you recall that Quarito vent to Mexico from 

Miami through Texas. 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. He said he was going ( — )

PRIMMER: (Do you know what part ) of Texas? 

BLAZEWICK: I don't remember. 

PRIMMER: Do you recall -- can you tell me anything about his activities? 

Did he go on raids? Was he politically minded? 

BLAZEWICK: He was politically minded. As for as I know he didn't -- 

in the earlier part ? of the time I don't believe he worked for the 
CIA, but (connected ‘) , you know, (through ; the Revolutionary 30th 
of November. 

PRIMMER: Was he in the Revolutionary 30th of Bovember?

BLAZEWICK: Yes. I went over to Tomacito's department, and he was there, 

with several other Cubans there ( ). 

PRIMMER: Do you know if Quarito ever associated with the man in picture 

number 1 that I showed you while ago? (Howard) 

BLAZEWICK: I'm not sure. 

PRIMMER: You think he might have, or you just don't know, or -- 

BLAZEWICK: Well this was the organization this gentleman was working with 

there, so probably he did, because, as I said, this one organization 
(Patrick's Raiders) broke away from the Revolutionary 30th of Novem- 
ber, but they were — you know, quite a few friends among them ( — ). 

PRIMMER: But this was before the spring of 1961 that they broke away? 
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BLAZEWICK: Oh yes, before I came down there, and I -- before — it must 

have been at least '61 when I joined them; not any sooner than that. 

PRIMMER: But they had already broke away. Was Quarito ever out on No 
Name Key? 

BLAZEWICK: I don't really know. I know he went to this training base. 

I remember help packing some medical supplies they had, they were 
taking out that night, either to take to Cuba, or take to the base 
they were training at. About all I did in two years down there, 

pack supplies and pack ( — ) one time revolution. 

PRIMMER: Did you go through the rest of the names on this page? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I didn't. 

(Long pause.) 

BLAZEWICK: Oh, I recognize Walker's name on here, but of course I don't 

really know him.

BLAZEWICK: Aw I'm sorry. I guess I can't think of any (• — ) names, 

t PRIMMER: Do you recall a Sergio Carbo in Miami? 

*- BLAZEWICK: No, I don't. 

PRIMMER: Or Ulysses Carbo? 

BLAZEWICK: No. 

PRIMMER: Have you looked over these? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. ( ). 

PRIMMER: Well, it's — I should have shortened the list to those that 

are more important. Alright, here is another page you can — one 
column. 

BLAZEWICK: ( — ) 

PRIMMER: Oh these — those are a few organizations I — by no means 

complete, of course. 

BLAZEWICK: I don't know anybody in the student group. I don't believe 

I know anybody in the Students' Revolution that I know of. The 
Revolutionary 30th of November is the one I belonged to. The 
Democratic Revolutionary Front, I know that was a combine of all 
the organizations. It didn't last too long. 

PRIMMER: How about the Cuban Revolutionary Council? 

BLAZEWICK: I remember I've seen their office, but I never knew anybody 

from it. I might have — Everybody belonged to so many bloody 
organizations. I remember seeing their office. 
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PRIMMER: Hie same — one individual might belong to several different 

organizations, then. 

BLAZEWICK: Not really several different organizations, but sometimes 

they got mad and quit one organization and joined another, you know. — 

PRIMMER: Oh, I see. 

BLAZEWICK: — not at the same time. 

PRIMMER: How about the Christian Democratic Movement, CDM, or MDC? 

BLAZEWICK: No, I remember Commandos L and Alpha 66. I don't know, 

I'm fairly sure Gaston belonged to one of these two. I believe 
that was just CIA organization ( — ). I'm not positive about that. 
But I know he was the only one who belonged to no organization; just 
worked, you know, just like (paying debt ? ). 

PRIMMER: I've just remembered a few more pictures I have here. ( ). 

BLAZEWICK: I don't know. 

PRIMMER: You don't recognize that? (Picture of Carlos Bringuier which 

appeared in the Houston Chronicle of *.2 P F*-Lr*+* y 

BLAZEWICK: Not somebody I know, but — I don't know. He's as individual 

I don't know. 

PRIMMER: Have you ever seen him in person? 

BLAZEWICK: Not — not in person, no. ( -- ) 

PRIMMER: On TV? 

BLAZEWICK: Yeah, I think during the time of the --(--) they passed out 

so much bloody literature ( — ) all the people — all different 
people, pictures. I don't know the man or anything about him, really. 
Urn. Seen it somewhere. 

PRIMMER: Here is a picture from the Chicago Sun-Times of March 19, 1967, 

showing several individuals. 

BLAZEWICK: I — I don't know this man's name, but I've met him. 

PRIMMER: Now, the one you are referring to is the second man from the 
right. 

BLAZEWICK: Right. I also met this man, here. 

PRIMMER: And he is the second man from the left. What can you tell me 

about either of those two men? 

BLAZEWICK: I don't really know bloody much about them. 

PRIMMER: Where did you see the second man from the left. Now you're 

pointing to the second man from the right. 

BLAZEWICK: I don't know, I've met him down in Miami somewhere. I don't 
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know where at, I believe I've met this man before, too, but I don't 
know — 

PRIMMER: That's the man -- the first man on the left in the picture. 

BLAZEWICK: But I know I've met him, positively, but I don't remember 

anything about him. 

PRIMMER: That's the second man from the right. 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. 

PRIMMER: And you don't know anything about organizations he might have 

been connected with — 

BLAZEWICK: He might have belonged to the same one I did as far as I 
know, but I know I've met him and talked with him and so forth, 

PRIMMER: How about the man in the middle (Rolando Masferrer)? Do you 

recognize him? 

BLAZEWICK: No. 

PRIMMER: You don't recognize him. 

BLAZEWICK: Of course I met so bloody many of them down there.

PRIMMER: So you do recognize the first man on the left, the second man 

on the left, and the second man on the right. 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. Ihis gentleman. 

PRIMMER: Those three. 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. 

PRIMMER: But you don't recall any details about them. 

BLAZEWICK: I don't know, for some reason I have feeling this man, here, 

was quite economically well off. I don't know, but the man was 
quite well educated, or something on that order.

PRIMMER: Miguel Torres?

PRIMMER: A reporter for a Spanish language newspaper, Tendedera7 I've 

forgotten his first name. 

BLAZEWICK: No. 

PRIMMER: Enrique Ruiz Williams? 

BLAZEWICK: No. (Pause.) I met one Cuban -- well, he was an American, 

but I guess a Cuban mother or a Cub- — an American father; and that 
one name sounds familiar, but I don't know anything about the man. 

I just met him with some of the other --

BLAZEWICK: No, I did not.

BLAZEWICK: — before that was covered on the news there, and I met the 

one gentleman, ( — ) the American that was in the Patrick Henry Raiders --

PRIMMER: The American you met that was with the Patrick Henry Raiders, 

was that the one in the picture that ( — )? (Lawrence Howard.) 

BLAZEWICK: Yes, I believe that's him, yeah. 

(Recorder off.) 

BLAZEWICK: -- tiny goatee with mustache. I might recognize the man from 

something else, but I'm fairly sure that was it. 

PRIMMER: Did we place the time when you met him7 

BLAZEWICK: I don't believe so. I believe this was sometime after the 
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PRIMMER: This was after the Bay of Pigs Invasion. 

BLAZEWICK: ( — ) '63. 

PRIMMER: Alright. This — was this after he was arrested, or before 

he was arrested, that you met him.

I don't know if he 
was asking about somebody else. And then he asked me to come over, 
and he introduced me to him, and that was it. I think I stayed about 
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a couple of minutes and then walked off. 

PRIMMER: Could this individual have been Lorenzo or Alonzo? 

BLAZEWICK: I don't believe so, 

PRIMMER: Not the man at the desk, but the one you were introduced to. 

BLAZEWICK: The one I was introduced to, God, I real- — I haven't the 

slightest idea. I don't remember his name at all. 

PRIMMER: So you think the Lorenzo or Alonzo that sounds familiar to you 

was in some other connection than that that — 

BLAZEWICK: At the time I was worried about paying my rent. I wasn't 

paying much attention to the conversation. 

PRIMMER: About how old was the man who was scuffling with Oswald? 

BLAZEWICK: I'd say he was in his early thirties. 

PRIMMER: And could you give a physical description of him?

BLAZEWICK: (Well if he's ) the same man that first I met, that introduced 

me to the Revolutionary 30th of November, rather not too tall, but 
very well built, thick black hair — I remember at the time he 
was wearing this first jacket I met him in; it was a leather jacket, 
reddish-brown, sort of — quite popular in the United States for 
awhile. I remember ( -- ) the jacket, cause they used to -- for 
awhile the different organizations, everybody had their jackets, 

(like) Revolutionary 30th of November wore blue jackets, like air 
force jackets in World War II and with fur collars. 

PRIMMER: Well what was this jacket associated with, what group? 

BLAZEWICK: Nothing, really. Nothing I can think of. 

PRIMMER: And that's partly why you remember it? 

BLAZEWICK: Yeah. Like uniform jacket. 

PRIMMER: Do you think he was expressing his individuality with it? 

BLAZEWICK: Probably so, I don't know. I believe I saw him wearing a 

blue jacket, also. 

PRIMMER: Would that indicate he was with the 30th of November? 

BLAZEWICK: Yes. Oh he was — I don't know -- he was with ( -- ) in the 

office, especially when I first met him was during the in- — before 
the invasion, and he was in the office almost every day. The office 
was quite busy at that time. Quite a lot of people were there. 

But I just didn't --
